NOTIFICATION : 

New Delhi, the 10th September 1965 
G . S . R . 1350. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Defence of 
India Act, 1962 (51 of 1962 ) , the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Defence of India Rules , 1962 , namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Defence of India (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 
1985 . 

2 . In the Defence of India Rutes , 1962, (hereinafter referred to as the said rules ) , 
in sub - rule ( 5 ) of rule 80 , for the words " any order made under this rule " , the 
words " any of the provisions of this rule or any order made thereunder " shall be 
pubstituted . 

8. Ia rulo 104 of the said rules , after the words , Agures and brackets " Aircraft 
Act 1934 (22 of 1934 ) , " , the words , Agures and letter " or of any order made under 
rule 105 - B of these Rules " shall be inserted . 

4 . After rule 105 - A of the said rules , the following rule shall be inserted , 
narnely 
" 105 - B . Power to regulate conditions of flight, inspection of aircraft, aero 

drones , etc . - ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Aircraft 
Act, 1934 (22 of 1934 ) , or in any rules, notifications or orders made 
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thereunder, the Chief of the Alr Staff or any officer authorised by him 

In this behalf, may, by order , 
( a ) specify the air -routes by which and the conditions under which air 

craft may enter or leave India , or may fly over India , and the 

places at which aircraft shall land ; 
(b ) prohibit the flight of aircraft over such areas and subject to such 

conditions and exceptions, if any , as may be specified in the order ; 
( c ) prohibit or regulate the carriage in aircraft of any such articles ar 

substances as may be specified in the order ; 
( d ) lay down the conditions under which alrcraft may be flown cr may 

carry passengers or mails or goods or any or all of them ; 
( e ) provide for the inspection and regulation of aerodromes , the condi 

tions under which aerodromes may be maintained and the prohibi 

tion or regulation of the use of aerodromes ; 
( 1 ) provide for the supervision and control of air route beacons, aero 
provide toonitase on hervation in the ne 

drome lights , lights at or in the neighbourhood of aerodromes and 

lights on or in the neighbourhood of air - routes ; 
( g ) provide for the removal of goods from any aircraft for examination ; 
( h ) authorise any Commissioned Ofcer of the Armed Forces of the 

Union to enter, Inspect and search any place or aircraft for the 
purpose of discharging his functions under any of these Rules or 
any order made thereunder or securing compliance with any such 

rule or order. 
( 2 ) If any person contravenes any order made under this rule , he shall be 

punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three 

years , or with fine, or with both ." 
5 . In rule 131A of the said rules, 

(1) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be substituted , namely : 
" ( 2 ) The Central Government may , by notified order , prohibit or restrict the 

Import or export of all goods or goods of any specified description , 

from or to any specified person or class of persons, 
(2A ) The Central Government may, by notified order , make provision for 

prohibiting , restricting or otherwise controlling . in all cases or in 
specified classes of cases , and subject to such exceptions, if any , as 

may be made by or under the order, - 
( a ) the import, export, carriage coastwise or shipment or ship stores of 

all goods or goods of any specifled description ; 
( b ) the shipment of fresh water on gee going vessels ; 
( c ) the bringing into any port or place in India of goods of any specified 

description intended to be taken out of India without being re 
moved from the ship or conveyance in which they are being 

carried . " ; 
( ii ) in sub -rule ( 3 ) , for the words, brackets and figure " under sub -rule ( 2 ) " , 

the words, brackets , figures and letter " under sub - rule ( 2 ) or sub - rule 
(2A ) " shall be gubstituted . 
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
